Mr. Righy faid, the matter was fet on foot purpofely to Mr. Righ^. 
teaze and embarrafs adminiftration, and would, as in the other 
Houfe, vanilh in fmoke. 

Honourable T. Luttrell faid, he had no doubt of the gen- Hon. r. 
tleman*s zeal in the good caufe in which he was embarked* ^^*f^*^* 
It was his bulinefs, and that of his friends, to fmother this 
iniquitous traffic, and not iiiflfer it to caufe either fire or 
fmoke. But for his part, he. hoped it would be probed to 
the bottom. That monopolies were always hateful and op-» 
preffive, and ftill more fo^ when exercifed under the colour 
of law* Tljat the prefcntwas of the darkcft and worft com ^ 
plexidn, and the enormity of it ftill heightened, by being 
employed to the bafeft and moft corrupt purpofes. That he 
vinderftood the licences were granted to obfcure, mean per- 
fon§, not known ta trade to America, and probably, Ihoul4 
the matter be probably fifted, it would be cilcovered, that 
tliofc pretended merchants, though the enquiry might end in 
nothing, were not thus favoured for nothing.

Q. Are thefe goods, that are Ihipped to Halifax, fuch as 
may be fuppofed to be fhipped^for the ufe of that province ?- 
A. Several thoufand pounds worth more than has been 
ufuaU There are feveral of the (hips that were cleared out 
for Bofton, whofc cargoes were (hipped about the 15th of 
March, have altered ^e deftination of their vova^e, and have 
now cleared out for Halifax and Canada^ with liberty to go 
to any other port in America. 

Q. Does he fpeak now from the clearance of the (hip? 
A. I fpeak from the policies of infurance, not from the 
clearances from the cuftom-houfc. 

Q. What do the merchants, formerly trading to Nova 
Scotia, think of thefe entries ? 

A. The firft houfe in London, trading to Halifax, are 
Watfon and Rafhleigh. I know that they have reprefented 
the matter to Mr. Robinfon, complaining of the alteration 
in the entry of the fhips, faying, they had (hipped on board 
goods to the amount of ^{^30,000, or near that fum, which 
they would not have done, if they had thought it poffible the 
(hips cleared out for Bofton would have gone tp Halifax. 
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Q, Has he not heard, or docs he not believe, that that 
memorial Was not referred to the cominifiioners of the 
cuftoms ? 

A, I bfclievc it was. 

Q. What effeft had it on the f6rmer American merchants, 
when they heard of the allowing goods to go out on licences 
aftei- the* prohibitory aft ? 

A*. I can anfwer that qaeftion only as it affefts myfelf. It 
occurred to me that thcfc goods would be fold to thofe per- 
ibns who owed money to me for former goods, and would pay 
for thofe goods with that money that they ought to have paid 
to me. 

Q. Did other merchants complain of that provision ? 

A. Yes ; fcveral. 

Qj Did you ever hear Mr. Payne complain of it ? 

A. Yes, repeatedly. 

Q. Mr. Petric ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Were diey confiderable American traders, die peribns 
diat had the licences ? 

. A. I heart! of none, except Mr. T, Wilkinfdn, Mr. Har- 
rifon, and Mr. Annefley. 

Q^ Hmvc they any conncftion with govtrnmeht ? 

A. I can't fay. 

Q. Does he know of any American merchant who ap-i 
jflied to the admiralty for licences, and were refufod ? 

A» I belieVe no American Merchant would apply for a li-- 
ccncc to export goods contrary to law. 

Q. Queftion repeated^ as to his knowledge ? 

A. I don't know of any American merdiant that has ap- 
plied for a licence. 

Q^ If he thought he could legally bkvc a licence to trade 
to -America, ^vould he hot ipply for it ? • ^ ' 

A. I would certainly aj^ly for a licence to trade to Ame- 
rica if the ports were open. ♦ 

Q. Were thofe goods that are contained in the entries in- 
c;)pded in the cockets ? 

A. I haVie never feen the cockets. 

Q. Is it not cuftomary to make a g;ucfs entry of goods in 
cafes of free entries ? 

A. The merchants vary in their mode of entries. When the 
trade to America is open, Ae way is to make entries, to cover 
eVery Aing, and enter in the cockct the true quantity (hipped. 
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Q. Is it not ufual, in like matters, to put a value without 
regard to the real quantities i 

A. At the foot of an entry, where no quantity i$ cxpreffed, 
it is. -^ . • 

Q. When were the cockets altered diat arc now to go to 
Halifax or Canada ? 

A. I don*t know ; it noight, I believe, have been after the 
15th of March, and before the ad of April. 

Q. Docs he know, when the trade was open, what quan- 
tity of goods were exported to the province of the Maffachu- 
fets Bay, on a rough eftimate, from the ift to the 15th of 
March in any year ? 

A. There are two feafons of the year in which 'goods are 
fiiipped to the American provinces, called the fummer and 
winter affortments. The fpring affortments to Maflachu- 
fets Bay alone amount to ^120,000. 

Q; Docs he think, under the licences, as much has been 
fhipped as was ufual for the fpring aifgrtment to MafT^chu-^ 
fets Bay ? 

A. I believe, from the different ports in Gtcat Britain^ 
more goods have been Ihipped under thefe licences than ever 
were Ihipped in any one year 'to Maffachufets Bay. 

Q. Does he know that any (hips hav^ failed from Great- 
Britain to America under licences, except the ]^»)owii an4 
the City of London, logged with aqy thing but provifions ! 

A. There are certain fliips, I believe, have tak^a in car- 
goes under licences, which were afterwards flopped, and have 
altered^ the deftination of their voyage. Thafe fliips have 
all the fame cargo qn board) except thofe of Mr. Merry, 
and have leave, by the policy of infurance, to go to any pare 
in America where the King's troops Ihall be. ' I faid alfo, 
that thofe (hips had cleared out for Hatif;ax, and had liberty, 
by the policy of infurance, to go to Bofton, or any other port 
where the army fliovrtd be, 

Q: Whedier any cargoes, except provifions, have aftually 
gone out, by virtue of licences, in more dhan two fhips. 

A. I know of three other (hips that have lic«ices ; they 
have received their cargo, and cleared out : whether they are 
flopped or not I can't fay, but I believe they have their goodi 
ftill on board, and are gone to fome other port, 

Q. What are the nam^s of thofe fliips ? 

A. The Mentor, the Le Soye Planter, and the Jamefon

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(X* Did thofc fhips carry out cargoes eqiial to the amount 
of the whole yearly exportation to the Maffachufets Bay } 

A* No; the different fhips which have failed from this 
and other ports, whether with or without licences, have taken 
on -board about ^200,000 and upwards : it will be impofEble 
for me to make the diftinftion, whether the Ihips were em- 
ployed in the King's fervice or not ; that the goods are taken 
IS all I can fay. 

Q. Whether the goods comprlz^cd in the fchedule of the 
licences granted, were not equal. in value to the whole ex- 
portation to the Mafiachufets Bay for a year ? 

A, I think they amount to a great deal more. 

Q^ Can you fpeak as to the quantities licenced ? Have 
you feen the licences } 

A. I have feen many of them. 

Q^. Do thofe which you have feen amount to that ? 

A. I believe to a great deal more. 

Q. Have you computed them ? 

A. Yes, feveral. 

Q_. Have you heard that large quantities of goods liavc 
been fent in the Jamefon and Peggy in the King's fervice ?

Qj^ Did you make any application to i.ord North relative ^'"^ •^^- 
to licences granted by tjie Admiralty ? '^^'^ ^^^ 

A. At a meeting we had of our trade, relative to out ap* 
plying to Lord North in regard to extending the time for al- 
lowing the draw-back on Eaft-India goods, going out of time 
*foon, and the trade in general being loaded writh a great quan- 
tity of Eaft-India goods ; on reprefenting our fituation to 
I^ord North, he immediately faid he ftvv no objeftion to it ; 
in confequence of which, a bill is now depending, to get us 
that requeft for two years longer ; after that, I had been de- 
fired by fome gentlemen in the trade, to mention to his Lord- 
ftiip the affair of the licences, the trade being much alarmed 
wl^n they heard of the great quantities of goods . preparing 
for exportation to America, by gentlemen not ufually con- 
cerned in the trade, whilft we who had been many years in 
the trade, were loaded with a great quantity of goods for 
Which we could not find a market in confequence of the pro- 
hibitory aft.

his Majefty's fervice ? 

A. I had wrote to General Howe in feveral letters, to let 
me know what things were neceflary for the army ; General 
Howe acquainted me he had accordingly fent over Mr. An- 
derfon from Boflon, who was to take care of neceffaries which 
were to be provided for the army, aad to carry them back 

wifli 
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with him. He fcnt me a paper of the names of all the regi- 
ments and againft thofe names were placed the perfons who 
were Jio provide thpfe neceflaries, fome to be provided by the 
agents and others by Mr. Anderfon : but I underftood An- 
dcrfon was to take care of the whole and to carry back thq 
neceflaries to Bofton, whether provided by himfelf or by the 
agents. I don't know but that there were other regiments to 
be provided by other people. . Anderfon applied for a Ihip to 
carry the neceflaries to Boflon. I wrote to JLord George C5^er- 
main for a tranfportfor that purpofe ; a tranfport was ordered 
accordingly, which was the Jamefon and Peggy. 

Qj, Who hired her? 

A. I don't know. 

Q. For what purpofe could flieeting and mercery be 
bought for the regiments ? , 

A. The neceflaries are not fheeting, butfhirts, fhbes {lock- 
ings, &c. -furniflied by the colonels and by the men's ftop- 
pages. The year before, General Gage fent over one Cpf- 
fin for the fam^ purpofe ; the bargain was, that Coffin fhould 
bring them out and fell them at prime coft. I fuppofe Gene- 
ral Hpwe made the fame bargain with Anderfon. 

Q. Did Coffin comply with his engagement ? 

A. I never heard his engagements were not performed. 
If it was not for fomcthing of this kind, the men could not 
have had neceflaries at all, or at an enormous price. I can't 
tell what number of recruits went in that ftiip.

If the noble 
Lord's views were dircfted only to increafii^ the po\yer of

out ; if that was not Jiif motive, he called upon his Lordlhip 
to ftate ;iny one ground of probability of its anfiypring the 
purpoie^ predicted by its friends and fupportcrj., 
p^H Irn- Lord Irnham faid, flavery in any ib%pe, or upon anjr pre- 
f 4fl». tence, was. jip lefi abhorrent to the fpirit qf the coijftitution 
than to th,e feelings of an £nglifhman ; buf if t)iis bill was 
fufFered to pafs into a law, it would familiarife the lower or- 
fler of the people to that abjeJft condilipn.

create fuch a burthen, as it would be impoiSble for the mid- 
dling and lower orders of the people to fupport. 

Mr. Eden faid, he had a hand in bringing in the bill, and Mr- Wafc 
had taken ii^finite pains to gain every poffible information, 
both as to its propriety, expediency, and probable efFcdts. 
He had confultcd fome of the learj^ed judges, and converfed 
with levcral eminent gentlemen of the long robe on the fu'b- 
jeft, and they all unanimoufly approved of the principle of 
the bill. He was therefore for going into, a committee, where 
the bill might receive fuch amendments as would render it 
palatable to all parties. Perfons convifted of feveral fpccles 
of felony, might receive punifhments fuited to the nature of 
their crimes. Some might be fent togarrifon places (ituated 
in unwholefome climates ; others might be made to. work, 
and confined in houfes of correftion ; others again be em-* 
ployed in preferving the navigation of rivers ; and finally 
the duration of the punifhment might be varied, ibme for a 
longer, fome for a fhorter time, and others duriog their lives^ 

Right honourable T. Townfhendfdc^^ he underftood that aR. H. T. .' 
bill was intended to be brought in, relative to the hovSt^ oi'^'^'fi"^ 
correftion ; that it was to be printed and meant to be fciit 
into the country. Why not do the fame with the prcfcnt, 
and fend both bills together ? He objefted ftrongly to a 
ciaufc in the, bill, which impowers his Majefty to mitigate 
puniihments. This was what he would never confent to, 
becauie it would throw a power into the hands of the crown, 
jvhich might be the means of perverting juftice. The mi- 
nifter mi^ht exercifc this power as he pleafed.

He iajd, that the peo^e having flavery daily 
l>efore their eyes, it would at length become familiar to them.

'enrpire would experience the happy confequences of a mild, 
free, and benign government. We condemned the conduft 
of adminJftration m 'ftrong terms. He uiged them either to 
accept of prcUminaries for peace with America, from th? 
wiidom and induftry of individuads in. the Icgiflature, out of 
office, or to fubftitutc other preliminaries of 3icir own fram- 
ing, which Ihould be more jiift and felutary. He believed, 
that even the fanguine abettors of government now gave up 
all 'thoughts of »tMftfikmg a revenue from Britifti America ' ' 
witiiout a parliafmentary rcprefcntation. His confftituents 
had recommended' to ^im dits propofition; it coincided ij^ 
fabflance with his* own Sentiments ; and it was therefore : with 
tlie utmoft iatisftfdimi he nowftooa up to acquit himfclf of 
' the iirft duty of a^delegate in Parliament, the conveying tJje 
.wiftes ' of thofe by •whofe .ftrflFrages he had* been deputed. 

Mr.^ alderman Oiwtr feconded the motian,.and faid, if AeMr. Aller*^ 
prefent of^rtunlty of conciliating our difputcs, andmakitigma"^^*^* 
peace with Amenta was negleAed, we fhoujd never have 
another. 'He recommended coming to fome refolut ion •which 
might convince the people of that cx)untry, that we did not 
mean'tomakeflavesiDf 'them,, ibut hold tbem as peace&l, 
itfefttl, ^and- obedient fiibjefts. 

y^r.Vyner (the Loifd Mayor having faidr&merfiing relative Mr. ^^. 
to the country gentlemen giving nxtecn ..fhillings in the 
pound, if required, in a tax upon their knds, to continue the 
prefent civil-war) confifmed-the ofier, .as. originadog frDm 
hitiiMf in that houfe, and added, he was not for offering an j 
conditions for peace while an American bajd a mulket on his 
ihoulder. f . . — - 
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Hon.r^w- Honourable Temple LuttrelU He paid many compliments 
pU hutirtiu |.Q ^^^ Sawbridgc on the goodnefs of his motives for the part 
he now took, but was of opinion, fuchefteem had he for^the 
right honourable magiftrate's difpofition and talents, that, if 
he was to form a conftitution for the colonics, to fatisfy his 
own mind, he would have their interefts and happinefs better 
provided for than by giving them a conftitution on the mo- 
del of that of Ireland. A people fo wretched, fo oppreffed, 
were fcarcely to be found in any civilized part of the globe ; 
nor could z, more fubftantial injury, or a more humiliating 
infult be offered by a paramount nation taone of its depen- 
dencies, than what Ireland would experience at the hands of a 
, ' Britifti miniftry within forty-eight hours, if his information 

proved authentic. An Englifh minifter bad abufed the confi- 
dence of his royal mafter fo f^r, as to prevail with him in 
his charafte^ of king of IrelJ^d, to create hereditary legifla- 
tors for that ifland from the claiis of the mountains of Scot- 
' land ; men who in their private charafters he believed to be 
, not only itreproachable, but amiable and praife- worthy, of 
authority and high defcent amidft their own thaneihips, yet 
whofc public pretenfions in the years 1715 and 1745 (for he 
ijcver heard of any other) now conftrued loyalty, were ftiU, 
^ in the eye of our conftitution, a£ts of infamy and rebellipo. 
He fhould be told, perhaps, that this power was a part of the 
' rightful prerogative of the crown ; an idea to which he could 
f never fubfcribe, while he remembered the wife and fterling 
definition of prerogative given us by Mr. Locke, who fays, 
'tis ** a difcretionary power of afting for the public g^xxl, 
• where the pofitive laws are filent ; if that difcretionary power 
(>e abuied to the public detriment, fuch prerogative is exerted 
in an uhconftitutional manner.*' Was this aAing for the 
public good ? To beftow thoie privileges and pre-eminencies 
which are attached to the t>eerage of a kingdom, on perfons 
whofe names and families are utterly unknown to the natives 
of fuch kingdom, and without any ties of property, of local 
fervices or affeftion ? Barons whofe blood having been tainted 
by an open violation of the laws of tibeir own qountry, are, 
in preference to the beft gentlemen of Ireland, fcnt over 
there to poflefs the moftlionourable feats in tl^e fenate; to 
enad public ftatutes, and adjudge upon ^ perfon^l inSxeri-* 
/ tances in the dernier report* Mr, Luttrell called^ with fome 
/ warmth, 
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warmth, lipon government fo aft iri a niann(Sr'd6nfiftcnt With 
the refpoiifibility of their ftations, andnottofieriiftin a cort- 
temptuousfilence on fo important anoccafionj- andatfiich a 
critical junfturc. The lives of their country«ien, thfe liv^s 
perhaps of their deareft friends, the fafely of the empire, dcJ-" 
pended upon their immediate refolVe?. Are our minifters 
bent on war without a poffible termination ? or -oft What if*- 
fne would they wifh to reft the tonfli^ between the two na- 
tions ? Would they chufe the full extent of the field againft 
a peopled cdntincnt of that imrfietife magnitude ? or rather 
offer to contraft their battle, as Was done by our Edwaid the 
Third in the French wars, Jo a ftw feore of feleft warriors ; 
and they themfelves in perfon demand the lifts againft an 
equal number of the American tongrefs ? Perhaps, upon ma-* 
turer confideration, they had beft decide the fupcriority in 
the fame manner that the natives- of Rome did againft the 
Albans : for, if even two of tiie minifterial champions 
ihould fell before one of their three antagonilts, there may 
ftill be left a third (I have him in my view) who, whendt 
comes to a running fight Ihall out-viftory the laft of the 
Horatii. It might, probably,, in a feWdays, be recommend- 
ed to both Houfcs, in a certain fpeecb, to be fabricated by 
the authors of a like fanguinary parole at the opening of the 
prefent feffion, to godbwn into their refpeftive counties for 
the fummer months, and inculcate harmony and good' order ; 
for his part, he now declared, that he fhould cbnfider acqui- 
cfcence and quietude in future, under the prefent meafures of 
amoft infernal adminiftration, as unworthy* a Britilh foul 
in every clafs ' of fociety, and highly criminal \ confefled 
himfdf to blame, with others in the minority, for too inac- 
tive a fubmidion and taiAencfs during tlie parliamentary* bu- 
finefs of the winter ; and was convinced, that if it had not 
been for the inertnefs, the want of unanimity, and reciprocal 
confidence on: the fide of oppofition, the Americans would 
not have eicperienced fo many inftanccs of continued, daring 
and outrage at the hands of government. He was fevere 
upon the American fecretary, [Lord George Gcrmaine] 
afluring him that, now was the time to do real fervice 
to his country, and fatisfy his German confederates, by 
avoiding a combat. It was a faying of one of the fevcn 
lages of Greece (Thales of Miletus) that, of all *wild beafts 
the worft was a tyrant, and of all tamt ones a flatterer : now.

WQtddbe three fwords to one, unlefi. the. friends of govern- 
ment were to throw away theirs. H^ aiTured Mr* Luttrdl^ 
he had.nooccafion to be arigry^ with himfelf for his. mcekncfs 
or moderation ; advifed the ri^it honourable, magiftrajie to 
to define the conflitution and ftate. of Ireland before, he 
adopted it, or at leaftexpedexl the Houfe, to.adopt it for the 
American colonifts. With rcfpeifib to the Scotch peers, the 
mountaineer lords as they were called, hp believed th»- crea- 
ation would do no harm if it did no good. ; what good it 
would do them, was beft known to themfelves. ; but he muft 
obferve^ that the cafe was not.w^thout more precedents than 
one.

merit that the fitft inagiftrate t>f thfe- grieateft city in thfc world 
was now receiving from admihiftration; at a time too, when 
he was delivering the fentiihtents of the better part of thft 
fbbgeAs of this ccriiihercial empire ; who in a nruggle for 
illegal aiid unattainable claims, w^rc not inclined madly to rifk- 
every thing that a wife people could hold feflcntial to renown* 
or prolperitl-. His Lordihrp fiid, that, however defective 
die conj^tution of Ireland iiiight be in fome reljpeSs, yet the' 
power of taxing themfelves was fufficiently perfeft for a' 
ground-work of conciliatioh With America, if immediately 
proffered. He inftanccd the cOnftitution of the German erii* 
pire, in proof that tixatjlbrt and legiflation are not infcpara- 
ble^ and qu6ted very able civilians of the northern nations 
to confirm this affertion, Kte faid, that whenever the mini- 
fieri were cohfcious of having the weakeft fide in dilpnta- 
tion, they had refuge under the wit and pleafantiry of a pay- 
maftef general. 

Mr. B'urhs took a review of the meafures ptiffoed By ard- **'• ^^'^ 
miniftratiott fince the commencement of fhe fcfHbn. He 
called Upon Lord North to tell a fingle ail tUat had beeii 
done within that period. His Lordftiip it is true; thlAtfaf^' 
that he had voted ten millions out of the pbckcS of the peo- 
ple. He niight boaft that he had taken fwefrty thbufarid 
Gerniaris into pay, and turned our BfitilK trahfport veffctt 
into German hofpitals. He might defirc the reprefentativcS 
of the nation, to tell dieir conftittients, that in return fot 
fuch livifh grants, new taxes had been faid on . them, and a 
fouie fhilUhg land-tax rendered perpetual. He ihight inforrii 
thenithat America had ioo,QOO rhen in arSis ; that cverj^ 
goveirAor from Harifa:x to Florida was driven tB feck protec- 
tion on board his Majeffy's fliips of War ; aiid to concludfe 
the narrative, he might inftruft the repreftntativcs of the 
people to carry a fufficient number of Gazfettes down to the 
country, ahd when queftibiied about the ftat^ of affairs in 
America, deUrc them to perufc thofe oracles of truth, and 
lavwch forth in the higheft enboihiums on the niilitary con- 
daft^ of general Howe^ and the braverv of the troops under 
hi^ comni'a'lid.. He next reprehended the minifter on his coh- 
duft relpefllng the Nova Scotia duties ; and faid, that fa- 
vourite meafore froih which fuch falutary conrcquences- were 
cxpeftfcd, wii fuffetdd to come to nothing,' thotigh Hfe pledged 

^ z himfclf 
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hunfelf to the Houfc, that, he would bring in a biE framed 
on the refolutions of the comtnittec appointed to take into 
confideration .the petition from the fpeaker and houfe of af- 
fcmbly of that province. He next turned to the commiffion 
granted to, Lqj^<1 Howe and his brother, for reftoring peace 
and granting pardons to the people of America, and faid, that 
thofe gcntlenpieq, Jbowever high they ftood in refpcft to their 
r^fpeaive prpfeflions, were by no means calculated for car- 
rying into execution the profeffed objcfts of that commif- 
fiqn ; but allowing that they were ever fo able in that line, he 
contended, that the King could not grant them a fingle power 
which would enable them to treat with the provincials* The 
idea was as a.bfurd as it was delufive. The queftion was taxa- 
tion. Coi:^l4 tj^ey give it up ? The King himfelf had no 
fuch power, he could not therefore delegate it. He might 
grant pardons,, fo might the admiral and general, and that was 
all- And he daubtcd, not, but they would grant pardons as 
foon as they were aflced ; but who were to fue for them was 
caore than he, could venture to foretel. 
UvB^rtJiy. Mr. Hariley. The motion which has been made to you 
to-dayj comes with the beft recommendation that any propo- 
fition can come with ,to this Houfe. I, mean the recom- 
mendation of that great and moft rpfpe&able body the city 
of London. The w^orthy magiftrate who has made this mo- 
tion, has fupported it fo ably, that, there is very little pcca- 
fion to detain you long upon the fubjeft. The friends to 
peace and to America have been inceffant in their endea- 
vours to fuggeft every pofEble chance of accommodation. 
But adminiftration continues deaf to every entreaty. Wc 
muft, L fear, content ourfelves, without profpeft of luccefs, 
only to lay in our continual prbtefts againft the prefent vin- 
diftive meafures. My honourable friend near me [Mr. 
Burke] has in this feffion offered to you a propofition, fimilar 
to the prefentj under another fhapc, viz. that of l^is concilia- 
tory bill, which you have rejefted. I myfelf did trouble the 
Hpufe likewife, with fomc propofitions fuited to the very 
terms declared by adminiftration at the opening of the fef-^ 
lions • viz. that the colonies fhould be replaced to their, fitu- 
ationin 1763, if the honour of government could be fh-fltC;- 
red in the retreat. For the fake of pei(;e, therefore, I di4 
propofc a tcft of compromife, by an acceptance qn the part 
of thccolonifts, of .an aft of Parliament, which ihould Jay 
.the foundation Cor the extirpation of ^ the horrid cuftom of 
•flavery in the new world. No one can think it' lefs cxpedi- 

. ent 
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ent iha.fi I do, foraBritilh Icgiflature, at the diftance of three 
thoufand miles, to interfere: in the internal police of Ame-* 
rica, in which we mnft at the bcft be ignorant, and of which 
oiir only infpmiatioa n^iiift'Qome through partial.hands. 'My 
motion theipfore was, not with any view to be drawn into 
example, but fimply as an aft pf cooipromife and reconcili- 
ation ; and as far as it was^ a legiflative aft, it was ftiil to 
have been applied in correfting the laws of llavery in Ame- 
rica, which I confidered as repugnant to. the .laws of the 
realm of England, and to the fundamentals of our conftithi- 
tlon. Such a compromife, would at the fame time, have fa- 
ved the national honour. I likewife took the liberty a fe- 
cond time in this feffion, to fuggeft to the Houfe the propo- 
fition of putting the colonies upon the footing of Ireland, 
with regard to the right of giving and granting their own. 
money, and to give them fecurity that their charters Oiould 
be maiatained inviolable. The propoCtion of putting them 
upon the fdoting of Ireland as expreffed in the motion of this 
day, has only relpeft to that one article of being mafters of 
tiieir own grants of money, in anfwer to a. kind of objcftion 
which has been ftarted, that if we had not a right of taxing 
them, iuch an exemption would conftitute an imperium inim" 
ferio. The' cafe of Ireland is therefore adduced as an argu- 
ment and example in point. Unhappily for us. Sir, all thelc 
propopofitions, under whatever Ihape they have been moved, 
have been rejcfted ; and what is worft of all, they have been 
rejefted upon the principle of requiring unconditional fub- 
miffion, . previous to any treaty or propolition for recon- * 
ciliation. 

I confider the propofition which is offered to you to-day, 
to be jhe fame in fubftance with that folemn affurance which 
the fekrfof Hilfborough, by a circular letter of the 13th of 
May, 1769, gave to the colonies, that they might reft in 
full confidence, Uiat no farther taxes iliould be laid by Parli- 
ament for the purpofes of raifing a revenue. Yet what are 
we at war for now, if it be not for a fubftantial revenue, to 
be collefted by threats and compuliion ? The propofition 
which was made to them upon the 27th of February, 1775, ' 
commonly called the conciliatory propofition,, is a direft 
breach of the. national faith, as pledged by Lord Hilfbo- 
rough' s letter; for that propofition d?clar0s in the moft ex- 
plicit te^rots, ,^at you meafi only to forbear to .levy, or im* 
pofe, any .dijkty, tax, or affcflinent,^ as long as the colonies 
finder tbii threat, ihall deliyer.thcir money to y'ou, to fuch /

The conciliatory propofiticnli being brbu^t 
into the fanae pa^ of your journals with that hkthtj mil 
perpetually remain in contrlft^ to convict adihihi^ralion of 
having broken tht public faith thus folemnJy pl^htfed j next 
in order will ftand of courfe, the propbfition oflStied to you 
this day, by the wdrthy magiftrate of the city of London. 
If miniftry refufe their affent to that prOpofition,- Which ihej 
jare now cadled upon to accept as conformable to the fj>int 
and fubftance of Lord Hilfborough's letter ; it will be a 
formal declaration to America^ that they niuft tibftr thdl to 
miniflerial promifes, but look to themfelves for fafety. 
t Every propofition for reconciliation has ft) conftatidy and 
iiniformly been crulhcd by adfniftiftration, that I think they 
feem not even to wifh for the appearance of jtiftke. The 
law of force is that which they ipp^al to. Let me then, at 
kafl:, fuggcft to ' their corifideration, whether there' can be 
theleafl profp^jft of accomplifhing by force what they have 
undertaken. At land the caufe is acknowledged defperatc. I 
, told youy laft year, that the tohgrefs Would turn out an army 
of 50,ocx>men, before the tlien cnfuing midfumrti^r. That 
fuggcftion was treated at that time, as being in the highcft 
degree ridiculous, yet it has proved true. You thought 
riiat two regiments would conquer all North America, but 
you have found ten times that number foiled at the fingic 
town of Boflon. You have loft the whole province of Ca- 
nada, except Quebeck ; and your utmofk ex^^eSiations this 
year; will be to retake what was once your own. So much 
for your fuccefs at land. What can you expeft at fea ? I 
frar that I (hould make myfelf ridiculous to Voru once more, 
if I were to predi£t to you, what however I confeis I fear 
on that head* Confider, Sir, Ihip-building is the manufac- 
ture of America. Two thirds of the Bntifh commerce is 
carried on upon American- bottoms. That fliipping then, 
which was once for your fervice, will be tiirncd into mips of 
force, to be employed againft your trade aiifd traHfports. 
They have begun already, Ybu- have fup^fieti Atm with 
.' ♦ 4 feamen

Ml 
our propoiitions- for reconctliatlon have failed. Minilh'y are 
dcterminisd upon the trial of force, I aoi fenfible^ Sir, that I 
have, b^ea very importunate with, you in this^feffion, byrc^« 
iterated applications* My objpd has been, not peace with 
Americs^ butrecondliation^ which is more than peace. We 
may have a foederal peace with France or Spain, or with any 
foreign power, but reconciliation is the wifhed' f^i* c^jefl?, 
betwecn«thofe who are connected by every tie of confangui^ 
nicy and friendship. It is for this reaCbn, that I fo much 
regret and deprecate tfie rfu^afures of force which are un- 
dertaken. Even if it werepoffible to make a conqueft of 
America, we Ihould only- be torn fo much the farther from 
a. reunion of afffeftion and.good-wilU By perfifting fo; ob* 
ftinateiy in- every m^afure of force, and by rejefting every 
proppEfitiot^ of reconciliation, whatever quarter it confies 
fronp^ or in whatever ihape it is oflfered, you have left no 
alternative to America- but unconditional fubmiffion or indt^- 
pendcnce, I can eafily foresee that the ground of the ques- 
tion will be totally changed before we meet again. Unlc6 
you« can-efieft the conqueft of America, which I think it 
equal madnefs either to attempt or to wilh for^ inftead of re^ 
conciliation, you muft coftie to a foederal treaty, with a peo- 
ple driven by yourfelve? to defpair. As long as reconcUla-- 
tion, and a return to our formerh^ppy connexipn,. continues 
theobjeft, fo far I can fee my way before me ; but when re- 

conciliaiion 
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, conciliation i&ont of fight, wc.have loft our compafs. The 
die is now caft for conqqeft or independence. We have bid 
an everiafting farewel to America. Whatever may be the 
event of th^ war, this at leaft is certain ; reconciliation never 
comes by thefword. - 

The queftion having been repeatedly called for, was put : 
the Houfe divided; ayes 33; noes 115. -■

A motion being made, that the fpc^r be ordered to ifluc 
his war)?ant: to. the clerk of the crown for the cleftion of a 
burgefs td ferve in Parliament for the borough of Grantham 
in the county of Lincoln, . in the rooni of Sir Brownlow 
-Cuft, baronet, called up by writ to the Houfe of Peers, 
I Mr. Burke, Mr. T. Townlhend, Sir Geoi^ Yongc, and 
Mr. Serjeant Adair, objefted to the motion, as no evidence 
of the faft appeared before the Houfe. They contended, 
that the prec^ent was dangerous on many/ accounts. A 
minifter, at any time, might, by the over-ruling influence 
of the crown, deprive that Houfe of its moft valuable mem- 
bers. Writs under uie fign-manual might be iffued, which 
-were not valid till after they palled the great or privy feaL 
The feats of the perfons fummoned by thofe writs might be 
vacated, the nation might be deprived of the fervices of fome 
of its moft ufeful members, every thin^ might be kept in 
iiifpence, and at length the Houfe might be deceived, and the 
perfons fummoned to the other Houfe have a feat in neither, . 
They chiefly infifted, that the precedent now about to be 
cftabliftied, was a very dangerous one ; that it acknowledged 
a power in the crown hitherto unknown to the conftitution, 
by giving, or attempting to give, a validity to the private 
a&s of his Majefty, '.which he could only exercife in his pub- 
lic capacity, as firft magiftrate ; and that the prerc^ative 
was now for the firft time employed, fince the reign of Queen 
Anne, in the manner it had been by that jprincefs, through 
the finifter defigns of her minlfters, in creating twelve Peers 
in one day. 

It was moved, that the debate fhould be adjourned till to- ■ 
morrow morning. 

The queftion being put, the Houfe divided ; ayes 33, noes 
-61.' The main queftion being then put, it palfed in tlie af- 
firmative ; ayes 61, noes 30.

Mr, Burki t\itn moved, that a committee be ippoiiitcd to^'* ^*''*»* 
confider of prccdents, of ifluing writs in the room of 
members of that Houfe, created peers under the fign-manu* 
al, and the queftion being put, the Houfe divided^ ayes 23, 
noes 40. 

The order of the day, for taking the report of the amend- 
ments made to the convifts' bill into confideration. Several 
of the amendments were oppofed, one in particular, which 
vefts ^xe appointment of the overfecrs who are to employ 
perfohs convided of felony, and adjudged to hard labour, in 
railing fand, foil and gravel, from, and cleanfing the river 
Thanies, in the juftices of the peace for the county of Mid-^ • 
dlefex, at their general quarter feffions^of the peace. 

Sir George Tbnge faid, he did not like the bill, nor indeed sir Gtorgt 
the principle of it, how plaufiblc and fpecious foever it might Tong«. 
appear on a flight view ; but this claufe, relative to the Mid- 
dlcfex juftices, looked in the firft place as adefigned infult on 
the corporation of London, and would be trufting a very great 
power to a fet of men who ought to be trufted with very great 
caution. He obferved, that this part of the bill, relative to 
the cleanfing and fcouring the river Thames, would be nuga- 
tory, for the Trinity-houfc had already declared they did 
not want the fervice or labour of the felons convift. But 
fnppofing that the Trinity-houfe really wifhed to employ 
them in the very bufinefs fpecifically pointed out, the bill 
Jieither provided proper powers to carry this plan into exe- 
cution, not pointed gut the mode or means of regulating or 
managing the felons, 

Mr, Eden faid,/ the bill was meant only to be temporary, Mr. MtUB, 
that a year or two would probably decide whether it would 
anfwer the ends prcpofed, and if at the end of that period it 
Ihould not, then it might be repealed. 

Sir fVtUiam Meredith fupported the bill. Said, the gaols Sir mviaft 
all over the kingdom were full, and begged gentlemen would ^rtdub. 
refled upon the gacJl diftetnper, which muft certainly break 
out if foittething was not done to empty the prifons. 

Mr. Burke againft the bill in general, and particularly Mr. ^urki* 
the claufe refpefting Middlefex juftices. He faW, thecom- 
miffion under which thefe tnen afted was become a dif- 
gracfe to this country, as well as many gentlemen who con* 
Tented to aft under it. The very title, by habit arifing from 
experience, was become a ftanding term of reproach; a 
Middlefex juft ice, a trading juftice, &c, were defcriptions 
that conveyed ideas the moft worthlcls and contemptible.

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' ' Many ot die men fcleftcd for this honourable office were 
compofed of reduced and indigent tradefmen, whofe chief re- 
commendation was, that they had rendered themfelves ufeful 
to adminiftration on fomc occafion, for which, perhaps, they 
deferved the contempt gf all mankind befides ; but it was not 
even their poverty, tficir obfcurity, nor, if you will, almoft 
their want of principle, but it was their confummate and im- 
penetrable ignorance of the laws of their country, which ren- 
dered them the moft unfit perfons on ear.th to be truftcd with 
the execution of the power meant to be veiled in them by this 
bill. 

Mr. Powis, Mr. Powhj againft the bill. 

Kt. Hon,r* Right Hon. T^TtnvnJhend moved to put the bill ofF for two 

linffi^tnd* monms ; but it paffed m the negative without a divifion. 

Several altercations happened in the courfe, on the report, 
of filling up the blanks, and fevcral alterations wei'e pro- 
pofed, but they were all over-ruled by the majority ; till 
the claufe refpefting the Middlefex juftices came to be read 
a fecond time, when it. was moved, that the " Middlefex ju- 
ftices be left out, and that there be inferted inftead, " the 
lord-mayor, recorder, and aldermen of London.** It was 
laid no comparifon could be drawn between fo refpeftable a 
body, and the Middlefex juftices, witliout manifeftly dil- 
gracing the former ; that they were known to be men of pro- 
bity, charafter, and fortune, that feveral of them were men 
of talents, and tliat the recorder of London ^was generally 
fome eminent lawyer, famed in his profeffion, of which the 
feveral feats of jufticc in Weftminfter-hall, could bear the 
inoft ample teftimohy. If, therefore, this horrid bill was to 
be paffed into a law, for God's fake entruft its execution to 
men of probity and ability ; to men who can have no temp- 
tation to abufe the powers delegated by it from defign, nor 
who would hot abule it through ignorance. There was ano- 
ther circumftartce which (hewed the propriety of the propofed 
alteration, which was, that tlie corporation of London being 
the confervators of 'the river Thames, aiui the convifts being 
to work on the riyer, the corporation ought certainly to have 
the appointment of the overfeers. Lord IS^orth was conjured 
for his own fake, not to betray fo weak and feminine a re- 
fentment, fo pitiful a revenge of the City of London, for 
differing with him 10 political principles, as to give a prefe- 
rence to the Middlefex juftices in the prefent inftance. 

The queftioQ was put, and it was carried againft the 
amfiindmcnt by Sr majority of four to one,

General Conway. I am to apologize to the Houfe for the ^c"- C#«- 
introduftion of a motion at this late period of the feffion ; but ^"^^ 
the alarming and dreadful fituation of this country compels 
me to trouble you. The Houfe knows I am not profeiTecUy 
a motion maker, but content myfelf with that line of hufnblc 
luty in which my abilities, fituation, and temper, neceffari* 
ly limit my conduft. ^ . • 

What fhall I fay, Sir, there is but one moment between 
Jiis great country and deftruftiori ! I wifti to feize it — The 
urgencies of this crifis will be my apology to the Houfe. I 
im no partizan, nor indifcriminate oppofer of government, 
except in this point. 

■ The Gazette informs me, that commiflioners [Lord Howe 
tnd his brother] are to be delegated with powers to treat 
nth America for peace. I am not to learn that with enemies 
n general, the King is the fole arbiter of peace and war ; but 
rith our fellow fubjefts, where privileges are to be granted 
f conceffions made, I doubt whether it can be done without 
be previous confent of Parliament 

It may be objefted that the King may treat and you aftcr- 
'ircls ratify what is done : but are you certain that America 
fill truft you ? Why not adqpt the furer road ? Specify the 
'rms upon which you will treat : if they are fair and con-^ 
itutional,- and the Americans refufe to accomodate difFe-» 
:nces, you will thereby diffolve jevery legal combination 
f putting yourfelves in the right. Bendes, methinks there 
fomewhat due to this Houfe, Ibme information, fomeatten^ 
)n ufual in thofe cafes. 

Will you give up taxation entirely ? One noble Lord in the 
binet fays, yes ; another no. Is this Houfe agreed upon it ? 
you are, name it, fpecify it fairly and openly ; if not, if you 
nnot agree upon that fundamental point, in God*s name, 
'^' can Lord Howe treat upon that effential point, where 
)m tjhe difunion of minifters and difference of opinion in 
fs Houfe nothing certain can be offered.

. ratified on their part ? Did not all the governors of America, 
did not Lord Bottetourt fay that the minifters were not im- 
mortal, but that to his dying day he {hould confidcr Great 
Britain as pledged to relinquifh it, and this to th6 affembly 
of Virginia ; and the fame language held alfo to all the other 
affemblies in America. 

I know it has been faid that thofe who. fpoke and wrote 
a'gainft taxation in America, were a faftion confifting of fuch 
perfons as were difaffefted to government : but I have fufEcient, 
reafon to convince mc that they gave the fentiments of tha 
people of America in general. . I remember particularly to- 
have fee n about that time a manufcript written by the lat^ 
governor of Maflachufets Bay, Governor Hutchinfon I mean^ 
who, I believe, will not be iufpefted of being unfriendly to 
government ; containing very fenfible and unanfwerable argu^ 
ments againft pafEng the ftamp-afi, and which fhewed, tOj 
his honour, that he was a friend to his country as well as tx^ 
government. 

But the Earl of Hillfborough's letter has been read m th^ 
Houfe of Lords ; I will read ithere^.

My Lord (or Sir) ^ 

Tnclofed I fend you the gracious fpeech made by the Kii^ 

to his Parliament at the clofe of the feffion on Tuefday laft. . 

, What his Majefty is pleafed to fay in relation to the mea^ 

fures which have been purfued. in North America will noi 

cfcape your notice, as the fatisfaftion his Majefty expreffc^ 

in the approbation his Parliament has given to them, and thl 

affurances of their firm fupport in the profecution of theny 

together with his royal opinion of die great advantages tim 

will probably accrue from the concurrence of cyery brandj 

of the legiflature in the refolution of naaintaining a due exc« 

cution of the laws, cannot fail tp produce the nioft falutatj 

From hence it willbe underftood, that the whole legiflatuij 
concur in the opinion adopted by his Majefty's fervants, thai 
no meafure ought to be taken which can any way derogal^ 
from the legiflative authority of Great Britain over the coloi 
nies ; but I can take upon me to affure you, notwithftandi^ 
infinuations to the contrary from men with faftious and 14 
ditious views, that his Majefty's pref^nt adminiftration ha«| 
4 i 
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at no time entertained adcfign to propofe Jo Parliament to, 
lay any further taxes upon Ainerica for the purpofe of railing- 
a revenue, and that it is at prefent their intention to propofe 
in the next fcffion of Parliament to take off the duties upoa 
glafs, paper and colours upon confideration of fuch duties ha- 
ving been laid contrary to the true principles of commerce. 

Thcffi^ my Lord (or SirJ have always been, and ^ftill are, 
the fentiments of his Majefty's prefent fervants, and the 
principles by which their condnft in refpeft to America has 
been, governed, and his Majefty relies upon your prudence. 
and fidelity for fuch an explanation of his meafurcs, as may 
tend to remove theprsjudices which have been excited by the 
mifreprefentations of thofe who are enemies to the peace and 
profperity of Great Britain and her colonies, and to re-efta- 
blifli that mutual confidence and affeftion upon which thp 
glory aiid fafety of the Britifh empire depend. 

I am, &c» 

(Signed) Hillsborough. 
Well, Sir ; if I underftand the Englifh language ; if I un-, 
derftand common fenfe ; here is the ftrongeft renunciation 
of the right of taxation. But America \yas deceived— and 
how all thefe troubles arofe ift^rwards the prefent minifters 
can tell you. 

The application of this tranfaftion is, that they will not 
be duped by Adminiftration again ; that no other termy 
than thofe propofed and fpecified by Parliament, will be cpn- 
fidered as the grounds .of peace by America. •• 

I have the beft authority for what I fay, *^ Notliing but 
terms held out by Parliament will do." The noble Lord 
FLord North] held in this Houfe the fame language laft Fe- 
bruary upon . his, conciliatory propofition ; but if you arc 
ftill agreed that nothing but unconditional fubmiffion will 
do, I have no more to fay ; — throw away the fcabbard ; — but 
I hope it is not fo ;-r-the wifeft of men, the wifeft of nations 
have treated, have receded, granted the conceffions alked by . 
rebellious fubje£b. What did the Romans do in the focial 
war ? What did Philip of Spain ? Was he not obliged at laft 
to accede to their terms ? What did Louis Quatorze offer 
Marfliall Turenne when in aftual rebellion ? 

What inftances in your own civil wars ; What does White- 
locke tell you of the propofitions made by the King ? Don't 
tell me of the late Scotch rebellion ; Is their no difference ? ^ 
Could you treat with them ? Could you divide the crown or 
givp it up ? Could you Jiavc had two kings of Brentford 

upon 
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t!pon the throne ? The comparifon is ridiculous and unworthy 
of a leriovls refutation. But are not thefe rebels of a different 
kind ? Who is there among you, that would not combat any 
power upon earth, invading in the fame manner your privileges 
and rights ?— men defcndmg againft the arm of power, what 
God and nature have given them, and no human povra- • can 
jtiftly wreft from them ; the glorious privileges of thjpRevo- 
lution ; thofe Whig principles which 'would in other days have 
excited this country to univerfal oppofitiori. — There is fome 
difference, I hope, to be made ; fome allowance for men 
engaged in fuch a caufc. 

The language of adminiftration, of unconditional fubmif- 

Con, driven out as you are from every port in America, does 

not become you ; it is the language of vengeance and not of 

l^nfe ; of violence, not of reafon ; of paffion, and not of com- 

, mon lenfc. 

The idea of foreign danger may be thought vilionary ; but 
^ are not France and Spain arming? Could they find abetter 
opportunity ,? Would it be their intereft that you fhould con- 
quer America ? How would fuch a force as you nmft have 
affeft their fears ? Is not the French miniftry changed ? Is 
not the queen thought to have great influence in that court, 
and in the new arrangement? Who is her great friend ? MonC 
Choifeul. Who is the avowed enemy of this country ? 
Monf. Choifeul. Who is the lover of war ? Monf. Choifeul. 

The affurances of the pacific intentions of thofe powers, are 
told to you ; — who ipadc them ? — the laft or the prefent ad- 
miniftration ? Whit reliance can you have upon them ? 
Why, Sir, I know a brave man, and as good as any officer 
as any in France ; he held the fame language to me : and yet 
this very gentleman, Monf. D* Ennery, is now fent out with 
an additional force to the French Weft- India iflands. 

I fhall trouble you no longer ; the duty to my country, 
paramount to every obligation, obliges me to feize the only 
moment which remains between you and deftruftion ; when 
this horrid war is to be carried on with every circumftahce of 
aggravation ; German mercenaries carrying defolation along 
with them ; flaves excited to cut the throats of their mafters 2 
What can be niore fhocking to a feeling mind ! I have* ho 
intention but the public good. \A murmur from the treafury 
bench.'] Yes, I fay it again ; I have no other. What have 
I to get by it ? What ever I have to lofe, what have 1 to 
gain ?— I have hcnrd a language in private companies of af- 
feftion to conneftions, and engagements to private friends 5 , 
pierhaps there is an infirmity, f think the attention to the 

welfare 
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welfare of this great empire, is tranfcendent to every con- 
iideration. I hope and believe there is fuch a thing as men 
having a real opinion in Parliament. I lament the infirm - 
ncfs and inattention, forthefelaft five years, to public con- 
cerns. This language proceeds from that, but I diiclaira it, 
and offer you this motion from my fervent and earneft re- 
gard to the welfare and profperity of this great empire. He 
moved " That an humble addrefs be prefented to his Majelly, 
praying that his Majefty would be gracioufly pleafed to com- 
municate to this Houfe fomuch or the inft ructions given to 
the Lord Vifcount Howe and General Howe, his Majefty's . 
commiffioners, as relates to the conditions on which it is pro- 
pofed to make peace with, or receive the fubmiffions of, his 
Majefty's American fubjefts now in arms." , 

Lord 'John Cavendijh feconded the motion. His Lordfhiptorf jthm 
fpoke in high commendation of Lord Howe and General *-'*?*'5*^ 
Howe, as oflBcers, but faid they have now got a charafter 
which they are intire«ftrangers to, the filling of which, even 
if the nature of the bufinefs would permit, he much doubted 
wJiether they were equal to ; however he, who was always 
againft the beginning of this war, and who ever fince it begaii 
was always for putting an end to it, would never find fault 
with any means that would flop tlie cffufion of blood, and 
fettle the realm in peace. - He owned he doubted of thefe 
means, fo far as the public had been able to gucls what they 
were ; he was willing to give his affiftance to any that would 
produce peace; That this could not be done without the iit- 
terpofition and fanftion of Parliament; he therefore muft be 
of opinion that the inftruftions ought to be communicated. 

Lord Uarth began by anfwering the argument ufed, that i^^ Kwn\. 
the colonies could not truft the miniftry ; and uix)n explana- 
tion of Lord Hillfborough*s letter ; he allcrted that the mini- 
fters had never deceived the Americans. All which that letter 
engaged for as to repeal, had been done ; all that it pledged 
government to as to future taxation, had been ftriAly adhered 
to. The letter promifed the repeal of the tax on glafs, paper, 
and painter's colours ; but it never promifed to repeal the te;i 
duty ; it promifed not to lay any future tax, no future tax 
has been laid. 

He faid he did not obje£t to the motion on account of the 
late period in the feffions in which it is moved. His ob- 
jeftion was direft, Hp would oppofe the communication of 
any inftruftions previous to their execution, unlefs there was 
fqmcthingfpecialin the'cafc,^ " . ' 

He 
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He never was of opinion that no rebels were to be treated 
with ; his opinion always was, that if Great Britain was 
likely to draw any bcncnt from any treaty, he could fee no 
objeftion or difference whether it was with a foreign enemy 
or with, rebels, with armed rebels or with thofc who had laid 
down their arms. 

Thbfe who think we had better give up our rights ; be- 
•caufe fome rival ftate may interpofe againft our maintaining 
them, think meaner of our own ftrength and power than I 
feel it to be ; and more unjuftly of fuch foreign ftatcs than 
we have any reafon to do. Taking the propofition in gene- 
ral we ought always to be upon our guard againft our rivals, 
and fo far to fear the^n ; but in this cafe there is no fear. 

Although he cannot think, and wonders how any perfon 
who has ever been entrufted to aft with the powers of govern- 
ment can think, that the modes by which any commiffioncr 
may be inftrufted to Carry any powers into exccution,that the 
fecret fituatiori of perfons and things, that the fprings^and 
motives Ihould be made public ; yet he has no objeftion to 
the laying the powers themfelves before Parliament and the 
public. The aft of Parliament doth in general prefcribe 
what they muft be, and the commiffion gives fuch only as that 
aft authorizes ; At gives a power of granting general and alfo 
ipecial pardons : it empowers the cbmmiiEoners to confer with 
any of his Majefty*s fubjefts without exception ; it authorizes 
and direfts them to inquire into the ftate and caufes of their 
complaints ; it cannot offer any terms ; no fuch have ever 
yet been fettled by P«frliament, nor has the Congrefe or any 
of the Americans ever yet offered any which Parliament could 
liften to. Thefe being the only powers of the conmiiffion, 
the inftruftions can give no power of agreeing upon or fet- 
tling any terms of accomodation : they hold out no ultima- 
tum ; they make no conceffions ; they do not prefume to bind 
Parliament ; they cannot do that ; they go to empowering 
» the commifEoners, not to treaty but to confer , and to founds for 
grounds of peace : but all muft be referred to Parliament. 
They are not plenipotentiaries ; thev cannot have full po- 
^ wers. Whatever gentlemen may thmk of the affeftions of 
the Americans in general towards this country, and their 
readinefs to come to terms with us ; I am fure their leaders 
will never feel or exprefs fuch duty towards us, unlefs ,they 
have fome proof of our refolution and power. It would be 
dangerous, even to peace itfelf, to hold out any propofition

which mi^ht n6t fucceed. The full extent of the ptan^ as 
contained in the conuniffion, has been fnggefted to the pertons 
employed ; further communications^ at prefent, would be 
very improper : after the experiisent is made, and the fer- 
vice a£tually gone into, whether it fucceeds of not, it will 
then be a proper objedl for Parliament to take under confi- 
deration in every part of it, at prefent I muft obje£t to thofe 
communications which the motion requires^ 

Mr. Burke. The noble Lord has tiot only fef'ufed to give Mr. MurU* 
the inftruSions, but alfo to give any reafon why he will not. 
The noble Lord made, indeed, ail exception in his refufal, 
^nd did allow there might be a fpecial cafe in which fuch pre* 
vious communication might be requifite : but if the fpecial 
cafe, as ftated by the right hon. gentleman who made the mo*- 
tion, is not'ibatjpecial cafcy his Lordfhip's caadour might have 
fpared itfelf the trouble of that exception^ for there never can 
be any fpecial cafe wherein fuch communication can be proper, 
I do juftice, however, to the principles of the noble Lord, In 
fpite of all violence which he is drawn to do to them, he hath 
a^in relapfed intoliis natural bias towards juftice and huma- 
nity. • He is willing to give up taxatioh : he has no obje&ipn 
to treating, or at leaft to conferring with rebels ; with rebels 
without exception^ whether with arms in their hands, or after 
they laid down their arms. Although he will not tell this 
Houfe wl^t tlie terms to be offered or accepted are, yet to talk 
of conferring without fbme inftruftions on what terms the per- 
fons conferring are to nieet, is nonfenfe, downright nonfenfe. 
Some conditions are therefore in embrio, at leaft : but then 
how isjthis to be reconciled to the doftrine of another noble 
Lord, who, it is faid, has the confidence and the lead in thefe 
American meafures ; who is the executive roinlfler in this 
department ? He can admit no preliminary but unconditional 
fubmij/ton. Between the various jarring opinions of minifters 
themlelves, (more oppofitc at times than even thofe of oppo-* 
fition itfelf are to them) the objeft of the war, Qrthc ends of 
peace, have never yet been clearly fixed. In the very fefHon , 
in which unconditional fubmiflion Teemed to be predominate 
and beccMne the fixed objeft of the war ; in the v^ry fefEon, 
in which, after many puzzling and perplexed clafhings, a re-? 
venue feemed to be the end aimed at ; in that very feffion, thif 
lyftem of contradiftions, this miniftry have lint out commif- 
fioners to give up taxation and all expeftation of a revenuc,- 
and to make peace without any notion of conditions. Sp 
far from expefting tliat the rebels (hould lay down their 
Vol. IV. 5 ' arms. 
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armt, tfcey are to treat j I wiH not vrfe tlie wovA cofifir (I deteft. 
all quibbles unworthy the lovsreft petty-ft)gging attorney) 
they arc to treat with rebels, whether they lay down their 
ar^is, or meet them in arms and array or arms. He then 
with much wit, defcribed thefe double cOmmiflioners warring 
and treating, oiFering pardons both general and ipecial when 
they were beat, and plundering ai^ carrying fire- and de- 
vaftation into thofe quarters where they were to give pesCce. 

Mr. P'JMer. Mr, FyjuT declared, that the landed gentlemen came into 
thefe mealures, in fupport of the (bvereignty of the realm^ 
and in expeftation of a revenue from America, in aid of t*ie 
common burthen. The refiifal of which, wa« the firft ftcp 
to revolt in the Americans : and the eftaMtfiiing of which, 
was the fixed and determined objcft of the war. That in 
thefe expeftations, they had cbearfully come into the grant- 
ing every fupply which had been demanded, had fixed upon 
their eftates a four (hillings tax, in the pound, which muft kft 
for ever. But he now found they had been amufed ; diat 
they h?kd been led into a fine ftrape ; for all tbeCe were now 
to be given up without coofulting, without even eooMnuni- 
cation with Parliament. That it was now time to be expli- 
cit ; it was now time to declare, that they could not ffy on 
any farther with fuch miniflers, unlefs they abided by the 
plan which thefe minifters firft held out to thera, and on 
which die country gentlemen jpined them. 

X*» North. Lord JVbrfi^ (to explain) laid, t?axation was not to be given up. 
It was to be enforced. But whether at prefent^ or hereafter, 
was a point of policy which the commufioners would learn, 
by founding the pec^te upon the fpot. 

>fr. C.F0X, Mr. C. Fox. According to the nobfc Lor^ exjrfansvtion, 
Lord Howe and his brother are to be fent out as ipies, not a» 
commtniffioners. And if they cannot get on fliore, diey are 
to found upon the coafb. On the point of taxation, 
the ingenuity of the noble Lord haJh now reconciled 
what gentlemen might think abfolute contradiAion. Par- 
liament, on one hand, pledged by Lord Hillfborough^ and 
the royal word on the other were pledged by Lord Bote- 
tort from the feat of ^vernment, that no future tax 
(hall be levied ; and this promife is to be kept facred. 
Yet, the country gentlemen are promifed a revewie* The 
tea-duty, the onlv tax you have, makes no revenue^ Yet a 
rc^reaucnAiftbe hadfrom- America; and if the Amevicam 
tvill not of tlicmfelYes give a revenue, we muft tax them, 
feys that -Iwcet eifence of wifdom the cancilia^tory motion. 
• - X 'liord ' 
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Lord HilUborough's letter and Lord Botctort'sfpeecbj.havc 
protixifcd, even by a iacrcd word, that we never fhall lay any 
future taxes. But a revenue muft be had^ and We mtift tax. 
The obje& therefore of the war Is the tea-tax, which neither ^ 
does or ever will raife any revenue. But it is a tax, and 
therefore according to the noble Lord's logic, we tax thera. 
But it is no new tax, and therefore we keep our word. There 
cannot be a tax without a revenue, and therefore the country 
gentlemen muft be iatisfied, for if it does not raife fo much as ' 
they exped) that is not the noble Lord's fault. And upon 
this curious bead-roll of fyllogtims^ we arc to profecute a. 
ruinous war or to make a fhameful peace. He then ridi- 
culed the inconfiftency of the two plans of war and treaty ; 
and the difference of rebellions, 

Mr. jidam objeAed to the motion ; blamed the whole Mr. Mam. 
condu'ftof Lord North ; and gave as his reafonfor oppofing 
the motion^ that He concciv«l, if the noble Lord ihould a^ 
ft(k to give way to it, it would be only to gain a previous 
fan£tioa to a plan, which in the Situation, and under the clr- 
cumftances^ to which he had, bv his conduft, brought the af» 
fairs of this country, it was perhaps right he fhould try, in or* 
der to extricate hunfelf. But that Parliament, which had no 
ihare in the condu£b which brouglit matters to this pafs^ 
ought to have no concern in this ihift. He, for his pajt^ 
would never agree to any thing, which fhould prexjlude hiro^ 
or might preclude Parliament, from a full liberty of ccnlu* 
ring the conduj^ of the noble Lord when it came to be coin- 
pared in the ilFhe, with the effeft of which it muii be the 
caufe, and for which it muft be refponfible.. He tlierefore 
defircd, that the mini&er might ftand and fall by his own 
meafures. 

Mr. 71 Toumjfhend obfcrved, that Parliament had talked Mr. r. 
in a high ftrain againft America, bitt what Parlia^ient ^***"'/'"^- 
thought or refolved one way or the otiier, wa^ of v?ry little 
confequence, for adminiflration would a£k juft as they liked, 
parliament, inftead of taking the lead, was at length degrad- 
ed into a mere engine of government, one day to buUy,> 
another to conciliate, and the next he forefavv would be to 
fue for terms to America. Such was the cafe a few years 
back, in the cafe of Lord HiUiborough^s circvlaiory letter to 
the colonies ; while Parliament was alferting the fupremacy^ 
of this country, and the unlimited, unconditional rieht of 
taxation oyer America, this letter contained the moft ipecitlc 
declaration that no tax whatever fliould be ever laid on that 

5 2 country. 
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country. He faid, howjcver, that the letter was produftive 
of much worfe confequcnces than baircly contradifting the 
fcnfe of Parliament ; a Britifti adminiftration was no longer 
to be relied on, for the folemn engagement for his Majeftjr to 
three millions of his fubjet£b, was no fooner made than it wai 
fhamcfi^Uy violated. What dependence then could America 
have on any future promife ? How could fhe truft to the fin- 
xrerity of our profeffions, when all adminiftration had to do, 
would t>e to get Parliament to over-rule them, or remove the 
minifter under whofe immediate dire&ions the faith of the 
nation had been pledged ? This was precifely the cafe with 
the letter in queftion ; America reftcd fatisfied With the afliii 
ranees it contained, and when the fyftem was to be changed, 
the minifter. was removed, and his engagement on the p^rt of 
this nation fet at nought, as a mere unauthorifed aft of 
office. 

Ur.Po^s* Mr, Powys thought, that a noble Lord's oxpreffion, of if»- 
conditional JubmiJJwn^ ought to be explained. 

Ld. c?«rgf« Lord George Gcrmaine denied that he ever faid, that^ he 

Qfrm^nt. fhould require an unconditional fubmiffion. He did fey, 
that he never wifhed to fee the government of this country 
treating with its colonies, while they were in arms ^inft 
it. He then quoted the aft of Parliament, and rcafoning 
from that, (hewed that whatever turn might be given, or. 
what conftruftions might be made from particular or vague 
cxprcffions, the faft was, that no commimon nor infl^uftions, 
formed on the bafis of diat aft, could ever mean to fend out 
commiflioners to treat with rebels in arms. The powers of 
jhe commifBon empowered the commiflioners to reftore ei- 
ther whole colonies, or any bodies of thetnj or even indivi- 
duals to the King's peace, whenever they returned to their 
duty. The cominanders, both by fea and land, were to car- 
ry on war againft rebels in arms ; how then could they treat 
with them ? If thpre appeared in any one colony or indi- 
vidual a defire of returning to duty, if they or he could be 
received into the King's peace and have pardon, the commiC- 
fion enables the commiflioners to confer and to encourage foch 
difpolitions in order to give peace. Thus far the noble Lord on 
the fame bench [Lord North]-is juftified. in what he faid. But 
he did npt, he never could mean, that the commiflioners were 
to treat on the terqjs of the fubmiflion of the colonies— on the 
terms of their duty to the fupreme legiflature, or on the 
right of taxation. This legiflature cannot, the aft of Par- 
liament docs jiot give up the fovereignty of the fupreme le- 
giflature; 
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giflature ; cannot and docs not give up the right of taxa* 
don. ' Noinftru&ion can authorife any one ever to treat 
about thcfe objcfts. AncI nnlefs we give pp all thele, a re- 
rcnne feme way or other ninft be had from America, as from 
a part in common aid of the whole. This was what the no- ' 
ble Lord intended, and this I venture to fay, as pledging the 
noble Lord's opinion* 

Coloner^<»T^/ The noble Lord fays, that the commiffio- Coi. Barrio 
tiers cannot treat till the rebels have laid down their arms. 
Docs the aft of Parliament mention any conditions upon 
Kvhich laying down their arms, they ^re to be received into 
the Kin^s peace ? Has the noble Lord mentioned any con- 
litions ? \¥hat then Unifies all thele diftinftions in debate ? 
[n faft their fiibmiffion muft be unconditional. 

Governor yohnftone clofed the debate, by infifting upon it. Gov.jioi^ 
that the noMe Lord [Lord George Germame] had, m express/*"*' 
tcrais rc<juired unconditional fubmijfton. That the Lord iii 
die blue riband [Lord North] was for treaty and concilia- 
tion almoft on any conditions, fo that Great Britain could 
fcrive any advantage from it. That thefe opinions were to- 
tally and abfolutely irreconcileablc^ What might be madd 
3tit of the hodge-podge of * both jumbled together, he left to 
ie Houfc to confider, and to events to prove.

Mr. jffiw^&y made the following motion for an addrefs toUuBanhy 
iis Majefty, in" which he was feconded by Sir George Savile.

IS the terms in which it was drawn up, were, when read, fuf-

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.that ihcy • ftiU h^d fbme friends left^ yiAo thought m 
anxiety Qr labour too much, to take the ieail chance of im 
proving an]^ favourable event th^ oaight happen, toward 
tlie rettoration of peace^ and to prevent the eSufion o 
blood. He move^, " that an huinblc ajddrcfi be prcfcnted t( 
his Majefty, fetting forth, thait his faithful Commons, u 
compliance with the ientiments and recommendations of hi 
Majefty's moft gracious fpeech at th^ opening of the pre 
feat feition, have been induced to ruppofl; his Majefty witi 
very great and expenfive armaments, both by iea and land 
together with many powers of coercion^ and pumfhnaent oi 
fuch of his Majefty's (ubjefls in Amerka as are in a fiatc 
of reiiftance to his authority ; that his faithful Commoos, 
repofing themfelves implicitly upon the wifdom and modera* 
tion of his Majefty's councils, find without any CQnununica- 
tionof the detail of matters and tranfa£Uons la America, 
either for the ^vernors of the fever^l provinces or the com- 
paanders of his Majefty's forces, or any .communication of 
authentic papers from any of the public offices oorreipond- 
ing with the plantations, which mg)xt be explanatory of the 
views, tempers, forces, connexions, pmUc pcoccedii^i 
fiumber and difpoiition of the peribns diicontented and m 
arms, have adopted meafures, in general confidence o£ the re«> 
commendations of his Majefty's moft gracious ipeech f roaa the 
throne without fpecific matters of information, his Majcftyi 
not having thought proper to refer any fuch to this Houfc ;i 
that his faithful Commons liaving rcpofed a bouniUcls trul^ 
in the wiidora of his Majefty's councils^ think themfelves I9 
much the more bound to their conftxtucnts, and to theirj 
country, to watch that the powers which they have fo cn-j 
trufted to his Majcfty, may not be ignorantly or deftruftive 
applied by his miniftcrs, and, as the events of this anxio 
and important year may probably be decifive to the futni 
union and well-being of all his Majefty's dominions, aadj 
the advice of Parliament at the fborteft notice may be (

Yonr Ma- 
jefty*s faithful Commons, whatwrer meafbrev may have'heen

of railing them, an equal regard to the exigencies of the fer- 
vice, andtheeaieof my people; and you may be afiurcd, 
that the coi^ence you rcpofe in me (hall be ufcd with pro- 
per frugality, and applied cmly to the puf pofes for which it 
was intended. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 
We are engaged in a great nationaj caufe, the profecution 
of which muft inevitably be attended with many difficulties, 
and much expence : but when we confider that the effential 
rights and interefts of the whole empire aredeq>ly concerned 
in the iflue of it, and can have no fafety or fecurity but in 
that conflitutional.fubordination for which we are contend- 
ing, I anb convinced that you will not think any price to» 
high for the preiervation of fuch obje&s. 

I will ftill entertain a hope that my rebellious fubjeAs may 
be awakened to a fenfe of their errors, and that, by a volun- 
tary return to their duty, they will juftify me in bringing 
about the favourite wifhof my heart, the reftoration of 
harmony and the re-eftablifhment of order and happinefs in 
every part of my dominions. But if a due fubmii&on fhould 
not be obtained from fuch motives and ' fuch difpoiitions on 
their part, I truft that I fiiall be able, under the bleffing of 
ProvWence,.to efFeduate it by a full exertion of the great 
force with which you have entrufted me.

Icatlicr J Jthcy piach it, twift it, beat it, aad firetcK 1^ till 
it fults whatever mcafiire they aim at : this was however a 
ineafure none of the very ingenious gentlemen of the long 
robe could bring the pioft pliant leather of his laW<exa£Uy to 
fit. Even Mr. Attorney General, who he muft, in jufticc, al- 
low to be the very Crifpin of his trade^ h^d found it a job ultra 
frepidam. The honourable member who made the motion, 
"and his friend, near him [Governor Johnfkone] who fecond* 
cd him, had clearly Ihcwn, that the introduftion of fo- 
reign troops, without confent of Parliament, was ever 
confidercd, in the Englifh law, as cpntrary to the fundamen- 
tal conftitutions of the realm : proofs had been given, that 
it was cxprcflly fo declared in the reigns of our Edwards and 
Henrys : * and m late times, by the fpirit of the bill of rights ; 
that thele declarations were an affirmance of the law as it 
ftood in the time of magna-charta ; which law was in being 
before the acccffion of the Plantagehets or Norman kings, 
find was probably eftablilhed in tht Saxon reigns earlief than 
the days of the Confeffor,- A gentleman on the other fide 
pf the Houfe had ended his fpcccb with a curious exultation, 
** t&ank God, the zeal of foreign troqps is not wanting for 
the prefent war." Mr. Luttrell compared this critical con- 
junfture to the aer^ of the Revolution, when King James the 
Second demanded the Scotch Dutch, but had been refufcd 
by tfat States-General, who anfwered, that they had granted 
them to crulh rebellioh in the duke of Monmouth's revolt, 
but they fhouli never be iifed as inftruments tp fubycrl: the 
liberties of Great Britain. 

" I am forry to learn, that our national troths, even the 
gpafds in this capital, are fo ready as the honourable gen- 
tleman 'telis you, tofpill the blood of their countrynien, 
armed in a caufe worthjr of Britons. Recollieft the firft dawn 
of* tiie glorious Revolution, which gave this diadem to the 
fanaily'of Brunfwick. Britifh foldiers then held diffisrent 
maxims of military obligations in At land of civil lib<irty. 
I marvel that we have never voted in this Houfe the charge 
of afuperb monuniental column and inicription, to comme- 
m<?ratc' the patriotifni of the £arl of Litthficld-$ reginieht 
ill the year t688, when they did more eflential ferVicc to 
th^ir {Country by laying down their arms, than any military 
« corps could ever boaft of in the field, accoutered at all points | 
j^jry jyiitly prej^erred the civil and religious rights of dveijr 
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X)untry,. to tKe arbitrary mandates of any mpparch : ther, 
Sir, riiouAt, almoft to a man, with a noble military Peer in 
he other Houfe of Parliament [Earl of Effingham J to whofe 
lefcrt, it would be prcfumption in me to attempt to do juf- 
ricc, with the brighteft colours of language I could command : 
the ftrong fentiments of veneration for his charaftcr, with 
Krhich I feel myfelf impreffed, go fomcwhat nearer to pay 
Ipm that tribute of gratitude which is dx\c to him from every 
man who wifties well to this empire. fi[c. Sir, considered 
the duty of a good citizen, to be paramount to that of a 
^oodfoldier; tnat, his obedience to his fovcrcign, however 
important, however facred, was but a fecondary confidcra- . 
don, his^r/? allegiance, \L\%jvrJl fervice to the public. 

We l^arn from Rapin, and other credible authorities, that, 
previous to the Revolution, a letter from tlie prince of 
Orange to the officers of the Englilh army, and another 
from admiral Herbert to the Englifn fleet, by his ,highnefs*s 
order, were printed and publiihed in London ; the defign of * 
which was, to inform die army and navy of the true inten- 
tions of the prince, and to reprefeot to diem, that,' in being 
the Kin^s inftrument to accomplifh his defigris, they were 
labouring their own ruin : die officers, foldiers, and feamcn, 
were conjured not to fuiFer themfelves to be abufed by a 
falfe notion of honour, to ferve their king contrary to the 
jnanifeft intereft.of their country. Thefe two letters (adds 
the hiftorian) had a wonderful ciFeft upon officers, foldiers^ 
and failors, fo that from this time they/ refolved not to draw 
theirfwords in fo wrongful a quarrel. 'In my opinion, no- 
thing ought to be more ferioully alarming to the fubjefts of 
this country, ax>d its fcycral dependencies, than to hear the 
modem language but too uniyerfally held both in public and 
private^ t>y our beft officers in the army t ^^ they are obliged 
in honour to execute implicitly the orders of their fovereign^ while 
they bold a commiffton under* himJ* 1 ' maintain, Sir, that 
ftvcry military cgmmiflSon to ferve in the Britilh army, 
Whedijr in foreign or domcftic. employ, is. from their 
pui[^try, tho^ the njominatibn depends immediately pn tho 
fcvereign, as the executive hand of the ftate : and when a 
j81ing of jGreat' Britain beftows any conimiffion whatever, 
and on wKpmfoever it may be, from' a field-marfhal to an 
enfign, it Is virtually with the fame implied terms which

The KING'S PROCIAMATION of OHober 7, 1763. 



WHEREAS we have taken into our, royal confideration the extenfive and va- -^ 
luable acqoifitions in America, fecured to our crown by the late definitive. treaty of 
peace concluded at Paris the tenth day of February laft ; and being deiirous that 
all our loving fubjeAs, as well of oar kingdoms as of otij colonies in America, 
may avail themfelves, with all convenient fpeed, of the great benefits and advanta^ > 
ges which muft accrue therefrom to their commerce, manufaflures, and naviga- 
tion, we have thought fit, with the advice of our privy council, to ifliie this our 
royal proclamation, hereby to public and declare to all our loving fubje^ls, that n 

we have, with the advice of our faid privy council, granted our letters patent un- 
der our great feal of Great Britain, to trtGt within the countries and iflands ceded 
and confirmed to us by the faid treaty, four diflind^ and feparate governments^ 
filled and called by the »amet df Qgebeck, Bail: Florida, Wefl Florida, and Gtona- 
da, and liaalted and bounded as follows, vic^

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Jin Abftraft of the Contents of the A8t of Parliament, intitled, 
** :/h A^ for making more effe£iual prffuijion far the govern^ 
ment of the prmj'tnce of Rebeck in North Jmerua*^ P^ilfid in 
June, 1774. 

Art. I. ^T^HE preamble ftates, In the firft place, that hi§ 
X Majefty had, by his royal proclamation of Oc- 
tober 7, 1763, declared the provifions which he hadmade in 
refpeft to the feveral countries, territories, and iflands in 
America, that had been ceded to him by the definitive treaty 
of peace, concluded at Paris on the lOth.day of February, 

Art. II. Then it ftate«, in the fecond place, that by the ar- 
rangements made by the (aid proclamatioti, a very great part 
of tfie country fo ceded was left without any provifion for 
the adminiftration of civil government therein, notwithftand- 
ir^ there were feveral colonies and fettlements of the fubjefts 
of France in the faid part, who claimed to remain therein 
under the faith of the aforefeid treaty. 

Art. III. Then it ftates, in the third place, that there were 
other parts of the countries fo ceded to his Majefty^ in which 
fedentary fifheries had been eftablifhcd and carried on by the 
fiibjefts of France, inhabitants of the country called Canada, 
under grants made by the French government ; and that thefc 
parts of the ceded countries had, by the faid proclamation of 
Oftober 7, 1763, beenanexedto the government of New- 
foundland, and thereby made fubjeS to regulations incon- 
fiftent with the nature of fuch fifheries. 

Art, rV. Then comes the firft cnafting claufe of the aft, 
which direfts that all the interior pi^rts of ^5orth America con- 
tained between the weftern boundaries of the old Elnglifh 
colonies there, the rivers Ohio and Miffiffippi, and the terri- 
tories of the Hudfon's Bay company ; and likewifc all the 
coaft of Labrador, on the north fide of the gulph of St. Law- 
rence, which had lately made part of the government of 
Ne;vfoundland ; fliall be annexed to, and make part of, the 
province of Quebeck, during the King's pleafure. 

Art. 5. Tp the next enafting claufe there is a preamble, 
in which it is declared, that the- provifions made by the pro- 
clamation above-mentioned in refpeft to the civil government 
of the faid province ^f Quebeck, and tfie powers and autho- 
rities 
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titles givtfn to the governor and other civil officer^ of the fai^ 
province, by the grants and commillions ilTued in confequenca 
thereof, had been found upon experience^ tc be inapplicable to th^ 
Jiaie and circumjiances of the faidprtrvincey the inhabitants where- 
of had amounted at A<^ conqueft to above fixty-five thoufand 
perfons profeffing the religion of the church of Rome, and 
enjoying an eftablifhed form of conftitution and fyftem df 
laws^ by which their perfons and property had been proteded^ 
governed, and ordered, for along feries of years, from the firft 
eftabliihment of the faid province of Canada4 

Art. VI. Then comes the ehading claufe itfelf, and, 
ena£ts that the faid proclamation of 0£iober^ ^l^h ^nd the 
connniffion under the authority of which the government oi^ 
the faid province was at that time adminiftered, and all the 
ordinances that had been made by the gdvernour and council 
of Quebeck, concerning the civil government and admini- 
Aration of juftice in the faid province, and all commilfioits 
to judges and other officers thereof, ihould become null and 
void on the ift day of May, 1775* 

Art. VII. Jhe next claufe relates td religion. It enads 
in the firft place, that his Majefty's Roman-catholick fubjeftd 
in the faid province of Quebeck, may enjoy the free exer- 
cife of their religion, fubjeft to tfie Kmg's uipremacy, as de- 
clared and eftablifhed bv an a£t made in the firft year of th^^ 
reign of queen Elizabetn. 

Art. VIII. This daufe concerning religiod enafi^, in the 
fecond place, that the clergy of the faid church of Romc^ 
may hold, receive, and enjoy their accuftomed dues and 
rights, with refpeft to fuch perfons only as (hall profefs Hat 
Roman-catholick religion. 

Art. IX. Then follows a proviibe that it (hall be lawful 
for the King, his heirs and fucceiibrs, o\it of the reft o£^ 
the faid accuftomed dues and rights, to make fuch provi-^ 
fion for the encouragement of me proteftant religion, and 
for the maintainance and fupport of a proteftant clergy in thi 
faid. province, as he or they fhall think expedient.

authority, which has been fubftituted inftead of the iorm&t 
by a ftatuteof king William. And in lieu of ib& faid oath 
againft the Pope's authority^ thofe perfons who woutkl by thef 

F faid 
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fold ftatutcs of queen Elizabeth and king William have been 
obliged to take the fame, (as all perfons holding ecclefiaftical 
benefices,- or temporal employments, would have been) fhall, 
•if they are Roman-catholicks, take the following oath of 
allegiance to the King's Majefty, to wit,

** faithful and bear true allegiance to his Majefty king George, 
/* and him will defend to tiie utmoft of my power againft

*^ traiterous confpiracies, and attempts. Which I fhall know 
^' to be againft him or any of them. And all this I do (wear 
*' without any equivocation, mental evafion, or fecret refer- 
** vation, and renouncing all pardons and difpenfations from 
*' any power or perfon whomfoevcrto the contrary.

And if they fhall negleft or refufe to take the faid oath of 
allegiatice,. they fhall incur the fame penalties and forfeitures, 
and be liable to the fame difabilities as are appointed by the 

• feid aft of the firft of queen Elizabeth, for neglefting or re- 
fuiing.to take the oath of fupremacy required by that ftatute. 

Art. XL. The next claufc of this a'ft confifts of two parts ; 
in the firft place, it confirms to all his Majefty's Canadian fub- 
jefts in the province of Quebeck, except tlie religious orders 
. and communities, the enjoyment of their property and poiTef- 
iions^ together wilii all curo^ms and ufages relative thereto, and 
all odier their civil rights, in as large, ample, and beneficial a 
manner as if the aforefaid proclamation, commiffions, ordi- 
nances, and other aAs and inftfumet&ts, had not been made, 
and as miy confift with their idlegiadce to his Majefty, and 
fubjeftion to the Crown and Parliament of Great-Britain. 

Art. XII. And in the fccond place, it direfts that in all 
matters of controvcrfy relative to property and civil rights, 
refort fhall be had to the fows of Canada, as the rule for the 
decifionofthe fame; and that all caufcs that fhall hereafter 
be inftitutedin any of . the courts of juftice that (hallbe efta- 

* blifhed in the faid piiovince, fhaB Widi re%eft to fuch pro- 
perty andrights, be determtned aghrdabty to the faid laws 
aad cuftoms of Canada, uftriil tbeyjfhall be varied or akertd 
by any ordinances thdt fhall hcireafter be paifed in die faid 
iptovince by the gofvevaaar atid legiflairv^ ^toujoiGil of the fasie^ 
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to be appointed in the manner herein after mentioned. This 
clauie is follo»'ed by two provifoes. 

Art. XIII. By the firft proviloe it is provided, that no* 
thing in this a£l ihall extend to .any lands that have beea 
granted by his Majefty, or that Ihall be granted hereafter by 
his Majefty, or his heirs and fucceffors, to be holden in com- 
iBon foccage. 

Art, XIV. The lecond provifoe, impowers all his Ma- 
jefty's fubjefts in the faid province to devife both their goodf 
and their lan<fe by their laft will and tcftament in the manner 
they fhall think proper, fuch will being executed either ac** 
cording to the laws of Canada, or according to the form^- 
prefcxibed by the laws of England. 

Art. XV. The next claufe dire£ls that the criminal law. 
of England, (which it ftates to have been uniformly admini* 
ftcred in the province for the laft nine years, with the ge)\eral 
approbation of the inhabitants thereof) fhall continue to be 
obferved in the faid province ; fubjeft to fuch alterations and 
amendpaents as fhall be ni*.de therein from time to time, by 
the governour and legiilative council of the iaid province. 

Art. XVL Then comes the important cla^ife for eftablifli-- 
ing a legiilative council in the province. To this claufe there 
is a preamble, which ftates two things ; firft, that it may ba 
neceuary to make regulations for the good government of the 
province of Quebeck, the . occafion, of which cannot now be 
forefeen, nor witliout much delay and inconvenience be pro- 
vided for, without entruftiog th^ authority to make them, for 
a certain time, and under proper reftriftions, to perfons re*, 
fident in the faid province. ^ And fecondly that it is at pre- 
lent inexpedient to call an affembly. 

Art. XVII. After this preamble, this claufe enafts, that it 
fliall be lawful for the King^s Majefty, his heirs and fucceflbrs, 
by warrant under his or their fignet or fign manual, and with, 
the advice of the privy council, to conftitutc and appoint a 
council for the affairs of the faid province of Quebeck, to con^ 
fift of fuch perfons refident in the fame as his Majefty fhall be 
pleafed to appoint, being nol fewer thanfeventeen, nor more 
than twenty- three ; and upon the death, removal, or abfence 
of any of the members of the faid council, in like manner to 
confbtute and appoint (o many other perfons as fhgU be 
necellary to fupply the vacancies : and that this council, fo 
appointed and nominated, or the major part thereof, fhall 
have power aiid authority, with the confcnt of the governour 
for the time being, to n^ake ordinances for thepeace^ welfare, 
md good government of the faid proviQ^e, 

Fz Art, 
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Art. XVIIL Then follows a proviibc Aat this legiflativc 
council Ihall not be impowcred to lay any taxes or duties witii- 
in the faid province, except only fuch rates and taxes as the 
inhabitants of any town or diftriift within the faid provinca 
may be authorized by the faid council to aiTefs, levy, and 
apply within the faid town ordiftrift, for the purpofe of ma- ' 
king roads, ei;efting and repairing publick buildings, or for 
any other purpofe refpefting the local convenience and oeco- 
nomy of fuch town or diftrift. 

Art. XIX. Then follows a fccond provifoe, that the ordi-. 
nances made by this legillative council ihall, within fix months 
lifter thepaffing of them, be tranfmitted to his Majefty for his 
royal approbation : and, if has Majefty fliall think fit to dif^ 
allow them, and make ah order in his privy council for that 
purpofe, they fhall ceafe and become void in the fsud province 
from the time that his Majefty*s order in council thereupon 
ihall be promulgated. And no time is fixed for fuch difal- 
lowance : fo that it fecms to follow that his Majefly may dif- 
allow the faid ordinances at the diftance of forty or fifty years 
after they Ihall have been paffed, or at any odier diftance of 
time whatfoeven 

Art. XX. Then follows a third provifoe, that no ordinance 
touching religion, or by which any punifhment may be in-r 
flided greater than fine or imprifonment for three months, 
fhall be of any force or efFeft, until the fame ihall have tct 
ceived his Majefty's approbation. 

Art. XXI, Then comes the fourth and laft provifoe to this 
daufc concerning the legillative council, to wit, that no ordi^- 
nance ihall be paiTed at any meeting of tliis council where lef$ 
than a majority of die vrhde council ihall be preient, or at any 
time, except oetwecn the firfl day of January, and the firft 
day of May, unlefs upon fome urgent occafion ; in which 
cafe every member of the faid council relident at Qucbeck, or 
within fifty miles thereof, fliall be perfonally fummoned by 
the govemour to attend the fame. 

Then comes a clauie which enafts, that nothing in the 
faid aft contained ihall extend to prevent his Majefty from 
erefting, by his letters patent under the great feal of Great- 
Britain, fuch courts of criminal, civil, and ecclefiaftical jur 
yifdiftion in the faid province of Qnebeck, and appointing the 
judges and officers thereof, as his Majefty fhall think necef^^ 
fary and proper for the circumftances of the faid province. 

Laftly, there is a general provifoe to the whole aft, which 
jlcclares dxat it is not intended to repeal the afts of Parliament 

ifelating 
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x-elating to the trade of tlie American colonics ; but that all 
Tliofe afts, and likewife all Other afts of Parliament hcrett>fore 
jnade concerning thofe colonies, Ihall be of force in Ac faid 
province of Quebeck.
